Letter from Middletown, R. I.

Philadelphia is said to have about 
104,000 pupils in its public schools. 


Harvard College has had 14,062 grad- 
uates, of whom 2,344 were ordained as 
pastors of churches. 

Professor Gilchrist, of the Iowa State 
Normal School, says that co-education 
in that institution is ‘‘a decided suc- 
cess,” and adds, ‘‘ We experience none 
of those dangers which are imagined by 
its opponents.” 

The English people are moving rap- 
idly with the public school system. The 
outlay for education, both from local 
tax rates and Parliamentary grants, in 
1870, was a little over $5,500,000; it has 
now reached a total of $23,750,000 per 
annum. The number of school children

A valuable paper, chiefly historical, 
was presented by Edward M. Hartwell, 
esq., on ‘*The Laws Concerning Ana- 
tomical Science,” in which was traced 
the study and practice of anatomy from 
very early times. It included a plea for 
vivisection and for an adequate supply, 
by government authorities, of bodies for 
the purpose of anatomical study in the 
interests of surgery and medical prac_ 
tice. The writer claimed that anato- 
mists, instead of being hardened and 
unfeeling, are deeply interested in their 
work, and for the sake of being service- 
able to humanity. Because of its appli- 
cation to surgery, physiology, and to 
health, this work is worth pursuing 
under the favoring patronage of civil 
authorities. For this purpose, and to 
render grave-robbing unnecessary, as 
also to diminish somewhat the growing 
practice of vivisection, the bodies of 
criminals, which shall thereafter have 
decent burial, should be supplied by 
authority for anatomical study.

make it. With this belief, and priz- 
ing the influence of woman, as we 
seem to do, as highly as that of 
man, we must conclude that the high- 
er education is of as great value to 
women as to men. 

Then let me urge the parents, who, 
at this time, just at the opening of the 


year, are taking into consideration 
the question, ‘* Where shall we send 
our sons?” to also ask themselves 
the question of equal importance, 
‘¢ Where shall we send our daugh- 
ters?” And what a variety of schools 
awaits your choice ! You are no longer 
limited to the fashionable ladies’ sem- 
inaries which ‘‘ finish ” girls by teach- 
ing them a smattering of French, how 
to play the ‘* Battle of Prague,” how 
to bow, and how to smile. The re- 


finement which such schools were 
supposed to give may now be ob- 
tained at the same time with a knowl- 
edge of science, of history, and of 
literature. A commissioner of educa- 
tion in England says: ‘‘ The finest 
manners I ever saw among young 
people — most perfect self-possession, 
modesty, and freedom from affecta- 
tion — were in aclass of girls brought 
up before me to demonstrate a prob- 
lem in Euclid;” and then he adds 
that it would be a strange commen- 
tary on our present system of educa- 
tion, if it could be proved that the

by London University, that offers to 
women not only its instructions butalso 
all its diplomas and degrees. Lower in 
grade, yet thorough in their work, a 
multitude of educational institutions 
will press upon your attention, but 
the claims of Christian colleges 
should be especially considered ; for 
that education which is most indis- 
pensable to both men and women is 
that of the heart and soul, and no 
preparation for life’s duties is so im- 
portant as a thorough Christian con- 
secration. 

In conclusion, let me say a word 
to the girls themselves. If you are 
indifferent to your own education, 
you will do more than arguments can 
do to keep this great boon from your 
sex. If your parents or guardians 
do not or cannot give you the desired 
privileges, put forth your own exer- 
tions, and in many cases you will be 
able to master a thorough course of 
study. The girls who have accom- 
plished this, unaided, have been those 
who have boarded themselves, worn 
calico dresses, and cut off their hair, 
to save time. The career of one of 
these girls will illustrate what such 
determination may accomplish. In 
her graduation she held the second 
honor of her class. Since that she
